’A  GREAT  LOSS 


The  sudden  passing  of  associate  Director  R.  B.  Hepburn,  of  Connecticut,  was 
a great  shock  and  loss  to  all  of  us.  Director  "Bob"  was  a string  and  able 
supporter  of  Extension  youth  work.  He  served  as  chairman  of  the  New  England 
Pilot  Project. 

GROUP  WORK  INSTITUTE  AT  BOSTON  UNIVERSITY 

An  opportunity  for  in-service  professional  training  for  Extension  youth 
workers  characterizes  the  Group  Work  Institute  at  Boston  University, 

March  22-26,  1954.  Course  selections  include s Fundamentals  of  Group  Work, 
Group  Work  Services  and  the  Community,  Group  Work  and  Camping  and  Supervision 
and  Training  of  Volunteers. 

Graduate  credit  is  given  at  the  rate  of  one  hour  per  course.  Tuition  is 
$15. 0G  per  course.  A number  of  Extension  workers  have  participated  in  past 
years  and  found  the  courses  helpful  in  their  work.  Many  find  it  difficult 
to  leave  their  positions  during  the  summer,  and  for  this  reason  also, pro- 
fessional improvement  courses  in  the  winter  months  are  welcome. 
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TAX  EXEMPTION  Oil  LEADER  AWARD  PINS 

Nebraska  raised  the  question  whether  4-H  leader  award  pins,  purchased  by  the 
university  for  the  exclusive  use  of  the  State,  are  exempt  from  tax.  The 
following  ruling  has  come  from  Ralph  F.  Koebel,  of  the  Office  of  the  Solicitor 

“There  is  attached  a copy  of  a letter  we  have  received  from  the 
Chief,  Excise  Tax  Ruling  Branch  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Ser- 
vice, in  response  to  our  request  for  their  opinion  concerning 
the  applicability  of  the  retailers'  excise  tax  with  respect  to 
. purchases  of  gold  4-H  Club  leader  award  pins  by  the  University 
of  Nebraska. 

"You  will  note  that  this  ruling  finds  that  such  purchases  are 
sales  for  the  exclusive  use  of  a State  within  the  meaning  of  section 
2406(a)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  and  are,  therefore,  exempt 
from  the  excise  tax.  It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  university 
must  furnish  the  retailer  or  manufacturer  from  whom  the  pins 
are  purchased  an  exemption  certificate  executed  by  an  authorized 
officer  of  the  university.  The  local  Director  of  Internal 
Revenue  can  supply  the  necessary  form  for  these  certificates." 

Our  thanks  to  Nebraska!  They  have  done  a real  service  to  4-H  Club  work 
by  raising  this  point. 

OUR  CONCERN  ABOUT  LIVESTOCK  SALES 

Everyone  was  shocked  by  the  unfortunate  incioent  regarding  eligibility 
during  the  Steer  Show  at  the  recent  International  Livestock  Exposition. 

Many  persons  have  asked  for  more  information.  A letter  from  Mr.  William  E. 
Ogilvie,  manager  of  the  International,  reported:  "A  whole  train  of  dis- 

honest reports  were  made  by  the  Carey  boy  in  conjunction  with  his  attempt 
to  show  the  Angus  steer  here."  "It  developed  ...  he  had  not  bred  the 
steer  ...  it  was  the  same  steer  which  had  been  barred  from  participation 
at  the  . . . show  in  October." 

Richard  Carey  was  not  a 4-H  Club  member. 

This  situation  confirms  our  need  to  help  people  have  a greater  understanding 
and  acceptance  of  the  basic  purposes  of  our  educational  programs. 

After  the  Carey  stoer  wa3  disqualified  the  championship  wa3  awarded  to  an 
opon  class  entry  of  Miss  Sue  White,  a 4-H  Club  member. 

The  exceedingly  high  selling  price  of  these  champion  animals  is  of  grave 
concern  to  many  people  who  desire  to  see  the  4-H  Club  program  operate  on  a 
wholesome  educational  level...
